The prospect of relocating telephone equipment 
to field office EOFs was presented to GSA officials 
during the past summary period. This presentation was 
in support of the FBI’s requirement to acquire FBI 
controlled, transportable telephone switehes for field 
offices. The advantage of such equipment during a 
national emergency involving nuclear attack was dis- 
cussed in detail, both from the aspect of relocating

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certain switches to relocation sites and/or new field 
office headquarters facilities, and protection from 
electromagnetic pulse (EMP) . By not sharing telephone 
switchin g equipment with other agencies, such as in a 

~| system, the FBI will be able to isolate, through 
disconnect procedures, the telephone equipment from the 
disabling effects of EMP. It is understood that such 
effects will render a majority of communications equip- 
ment in EMP affected areas useless until telephone 
company personnel can make appropriate repairs. Planning 
for the contingency of EOF communications centers is 
continuing with the Operations Management Section, TSD, 
cooperation. 


Formalization of Interface of HF Radio Operations with FEMA 

Draft documentation of a Memorandum of 
Understanding with FEMA, and interface operations instruc- 
tions have been completed. Upon the return of the HF 
radio project manager from work in the field, these draft 
documents will be discussed with FEMA personnel to in- 
sure that all requirements have been met. Subsequent 
to any required changes, this interface arrangement will 
be finalized and placed into operation with field office 
testing with FEMA Federal Regional Centers. 


Implementation of the Standardized Plan for FBIHQ 


The Standardized Plan which has been approved 
by the Director’s Office is undergoing final review and 
updating prior to printing and distribution to all FBIHQ 
Divisions, These changes have been caused primarily 
by the surge of retirements during the last weeks of 
August, 1980. Input from the various division is being 
received. 


Emergency Rations for Field Offices 


During the last three months, all field 
offices have been furnished emergency rations to sustain 
personnel confined to the offices for an extended 
period because of natural disasters. Sufficient freeze 
dried foods for three persons for three days and nights 
were provided. It is noted that during past hurricane 
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seasons, snow stormy floods and earthquakes, it has 
been necessary to evacuate the field offices for a 
limited period of time, leaving only sufficient 
personnel to maintain the integrity of security. 

These individuals were often left in the offices 
without adequate and balanced food. The distribu- 
tion of the emergency rations prior to the most severe 
of natural disaster periods should enable the field 
offices to more adequately protect the interests of 
the FBI.

At the conclusion of the drill, the building alarm 
system will be sounded three times as a signal to re-enter the 
building. All employees must have their SACS Badge to re-enter 
the building. All Division Safety Wardens have been provided 
with copies of the Occupant Emergency Plan and floor plans for 
the space occupied by their respective divisions. The Safety 
Warden for the Identification Division will coordinate the 
evacuation of the Executive Office complex on the 7th floor, as 
well as the occupants on the 8th floor.
